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SWEDISH TRAFFIC CHANGES 


SCANDINAVIA 
REDESIGN ITS 
DESIGN CAVALCADE 

Scandinavia’s famed Design Ca¬ 
valcade, the annual showcase of the 
latest in arts and crafts and home 
furnishings from Denmark, Finland, 
Norway and Sweden, takes .a new 
form this October by concentrating 
its main event in Copenhagen in¬ 
stead of spreading the attractions 
among the four capitals as had been 
done for the past 1 2 years. 

The new arrangement will give 
visitors to the city a better perspec¬ 
tive of Scandinavian design as a 
whole, the major exhibit will be a 
Copenhagen’s Bella Centre, October 
20-29, and will cover glass, silver, 
ceramics, furniture, textiles, handi¬ 
crafts and women’s fashions. Den 
Permanente, the permanent exhib¬ 
ition of arts and crafts, will feature 
winners of the Lunning Prize, Scan¬ 
dinavian’s highest honor in design, 
October 16-November 4. Copen¬ 
hagen traditional hits, the Applied 
Arts Association’s exhibit and the 
Cabinetmakers furniture show, are 
the first half of October. 

The scope of design Cavalcade 
has been broadened to include ex¬ 
hibits on city planning, ship design, 
bookbinding, architecture, industrial 
design and the handicrafts of 1,000 
years ago. Every major museum, 
shop and design association is invol¬ 
ved in the October programs, which 
include lectures and tours of work¬ 
shops. 

Across the Oresund, in Malmo, 
Sweden, are related exhibits of furn¬ 
iture, ceramics, metal and wood by 
noted designers, and tours include 
outstanding examples of old and 
new church architecture. Nearby 
Swedish and Danish towns also have 
exhibits. 

From now on Copenhagen, Hel¬ 
sinki, Oslo and Stockholm take turns 
at playing host to the cavalcade. 
This October, however, Oslo also 
has exhibits of Norwegion textiles 
and jewelry, and its Norwegian De¬ 
sign Center, largest i n Europe, 
shows a wide range of products. In 
Helsinki, the Finnish Design' Center, 
and leading shops will show ryij??? 
rugs, lamps, glass, ceramics, furni¬ 
ture and women’s fashions.-. 


SAS SCHEDULES 
LARGEST WINTER 
FLIGHT PROGRAM 

The growing business of travel 
market and lengthening tourist sea¬ 
son in Scandinavia are reflected in 
the winter flight program of Scand¬ 
inavian Airlines, announced Bartlett 
M. Shaw, Vice-President, Market¬ 
ing and Sales, SAS, Inc., in New 
York. 

SAS will operate 26 Jet flights a 
week in each direction between six 
North American cities and Europe. 
This is an increase of seven flights 
per week compared to last winter. 

To deal with the increasing flow 
of business travel, SAS will offer 
20 first class seats on every flight, 
as against the present 12. 

Highlights of the SAS winter 
program are: 

Montreal and Chicago service to 
Copenhagen will remain on a sche¬ 
dule of three flights per week. 

Fourteen weekly flights at New 
York, including three new non-stops 
to Oslo, a Tuesday non-stop to Ber¬ 
gen, daily non-stop to Copenhagen, 
a Saturday non-stop and a daily 
direct service to Stockholm, A Sat¬ 
urday direct flight to Helsinki and 
a Thursday non-stop to Glasgow. 

For the first time, SAS will oper¬ 
ate daily flights during the winter 
season, Los Angeles and Seattle to 
Copenhagen. A Wednesday flight to 
Bergen has been added and all 
flights will go through to Stock¬ 
holm. 

SAS will continue to fly twice a 
week between Anchorage and Co¬ 
penhagen.

NEW SAS ROUTE TO 
BANGKOK WILL 
OVERFLY SOVIET 
UNION 

Scandinavian Airlines — SAS — 
announced it will begin flying from 
Copenhagen to Bangkok and North- 
esat Asia via a direct route over the 
Soviet Union on November 4th. 

The weekly flights, via the long¬ 
est range commercial jets in the 
world designed at SAS request for 
this type of route — will cut six 
hours from the present SAS Europe- 
Far East route and offer Canadian 
travellers a route to Bangkok that 
is shorter than transpacific flights. 

The new trans-Asian express will 
be the fastest service to Bangkok 
and Singapore from Scandinavia, 
London Brussels. Hamburg and 
Manchester. 

The return flight will provide 
same day service to these cities as 


well as New York, Amsterdam, Par¬ 
is, Frankfurt and Dusseldorf. 

A direct connection with a SAS 
flight to New York is scheduled to 
make evening commections to key 
U.S. cities' and Montreal. 

The 12 hour and 10 minute, 
5,356 mile flight, will make an 
intermediate stop at Tashkent in the 
Soviet Union. Pending government 
approval, the route will eventually 
continue to Djakarta. 

The. Central-Asiah route is the 
result of air agreements between 
the' Scandinavian Governments and 
the Soviet Union. SAS began flying 
to Leningrad last spring and has 
served Moscow for eleven years. 

The new Bangkok route is - the 
third of a series of pioneering ef¬ 
forts by SAS which have established 
the airline as a leader in the dev¬ 
elopment of major international 
routes. 

In 1954, SAS began scheduled 
commercial flights on the SAS de¬ 
veloped polar route from Los Ang¬ 
eles to Scandinavia. Two years later 
SAS extended the polar route to 
link Scandinavia and Tokyo via 
Anchorage. 

The southern route to Bangkok 
and Tokyo via Rome and Karachi 
has been part of the SAS network 
for seventeen years. 

A fourth service to the Far East 
is expected to become part of the 
SAS schedule when an interna¬ 
tional air corridor over Northern 
Siberia has been established. This 
route, would follow a “Northest 
Passage” in a great circle route 
from Copenhagen via Moscow to 
Tokyo.

SWEDES CHANGE 
TRAFFIC FROM 
LEFT TO RIGHT 

A day which most are waiting 
for with a varying degree of appre¬ 
hension is Sunday, September 3, 
when the traffic everywhere i n 
Sweden will be changed from the 
left side of the road to the right. 

There are not too many countries 
in the world who still practice left 
side traffic and now, their number 
will again diminish by one. In Swe¬ 
den, the traffic has always been on 
the left side of the road but due 
to the ever increasing number of 
motorists from abroad, and tourists 
who rent automobiles while in 
Sweden, in most cases coming from 
countries practising the right side 
traffic rule, Sweden is bowing to 
the voice of the majority and, con¬ 
sequently, the change over will be 
executed in September. 

According to Scandinavian Air¬ 
lines, the timetable for this costly 
affair is as follows: 

On Saturday, September 2, from 
10:00 a.m. on, all private driving 
will not be permitted in the inner 
city of Stockholm in order to leave 
the streets free for workers to 
change traffic signs. Regular bus 
lines and taxis are allowed to oper¬ 
ate in their usual fashion. 

On Sunday, September 3, from 
4:50 a.m. on, all vehicles will stop 
in the entire country. 

At 5:00 a.m. the change over 
will take place. All vehicles are per¬ 
mitted to move again, but this time 
at the right side of the road. 

All private driving , in the inner 
city of Stockholm is prohibited un- 
tily 3:00 p.m. Buses and taxis are, 
hower, permitted to operate, and a 
speed limit of 35 m.p.h. is imposed 
for the entire day. 

It is no small wonder that the 
Swedes regard the approaching day 
with increasing apprehension and no 
doubt every motorist will be ner- 
cous during the first hours of driv¬ 
ing at the strange and different 
right side of the road instead of 
the familiar and safe left side. 

The change over will cost Swed¬ 
en millions of dollars but the popu¬ 
larity of the right side traffic , all 
over the world demands it and, as 
the Swedes see it, they have no 
other choice.

ASTARBOLLAR — one egg, ane 
third cup sugar, one tablespoon 
melted butter, one teaspoon van¬ 
illa, one-half cup of milk, one and 
one third cup sifted flour, two and 
one half teaspoons baking powder, 
one quarter teaspoon salt. 

Beat the eggs, add sugar, melted 
butter, vanilla and milk, blend well. 
Sift together flour, baking powder 
and salt. Add to egg mixture. Blend. 
Drop small teaspoons into melted 
shortening, pre-heated to 375 de¬ 
grees. Fry about two minutes, or 
until golden brown. Drain. Put onto 
absorbent paper. Sift icing sugar 
over doughnuts. Make about one 
and one half dozen.

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HOW DANES RELAX 


We know from a major sociolog¬ 
ical inquiry that Danes spend seven 
or eight of the 24 hours asleep and 
that they work for another seven 
to eight hours. But when the factory 
whistles have sounded, the lifts 
have ejected their last loads into 
the street, the traffic jams have 
melted away, and the farmer has 
driven his tractor into the shed — 
what then? How do the people in 
Denmark spend their leisure hours? 

The study ‘Leisure Time Activi¬ 
ties in Denmark’ by the Danish 
National Institute of Social Research 
has a good deal to say on this ques¬ 
tion. It highlights the Dane as he 
sits in front of his television set, 
shows him in the more active mo¬ 
ments of club life and relaxing on 
the sports ground and goes with him 
to the theatre. It also charts the 
time of his getting up and falling 
asleep. 

To begin with, what do we mean 
by^ ‘leisure’? The word means dif¬ 
ferent things to different people. A 
Danish factory worker does an 
eight-hour day, while' most office 
workers work seven hours and mar¬ 
ried women who go out to work 
usually do six. There is also some 
difference in the time taken to get 
to and from work. It averages three- 
quarters of an hour for those living 
in Copenhagen, rather more for 
those who communt from outer dis¬ 
tricts. Danes generally enjoy this 
peaceful interlude between the pro- 
plems of work and of home life.. 
Most of them either cycle or walk 
to their work, and relax, they say 
on the way. 

Still a Man’s World 

Time spent on house work also 
reduces the amount of available lei¬ 
sure. Most women have their -bands 
full washing up, cooking, cleaning, 
and looking after the children and 
husband. For Denmark is still a 
man’s world: only a third of the 
men interviewed said they did house 
work. 

The survey shows in fact that lei¬ 
sure is unequally divided between 
the sexes, married women in par¬ 
ticular having less time to them¬ 
selves than men. About half of 
those who were interviewed said 
that they had from two to five 
hours of real leisure on weekdays, 
relatively many having between 
three and four. Ohly ten per cent 
had eight hours or more. The re¬ 
maining ten per cent thought they 
had only one hour of leisure a day. 

To find out what Danes do with 
their leisure, the director of the 
survey, social psychologist P.-H. 
Kuhl, and his assistants questioned 
about 4.000 persons over 15. 

They found that Danes are largely 
stay-at-homes, only younger people 
tending to seek activities and con¬ 
tacts outside their homes. This is 
not to say that they sit twiddling 
their thumbs behind closed doors 
all the time, never seeing anybody. 
On the contrary, the majority spend 
five hours a week in the company 
of others, that is more than an ev¬ 
ening. Housewives with children 
and pensioners have many visitors, 
housewives without children and 
women pensioners being those who 
most visit others. Men workers 
spend an average of nearly an hour 
in the company of others, the week¬ 
end being often spent socially in 
addition. 


Myth of Loneliness 

Loneliness in the big city is 
shown to be a myth as far as Co¬ 
penhagen is concerned, for the 
study reveals that there are fewer 
people who suffer from lack of con¬ 
tacts in the capital than elsewhere. 
Nor is there evidence of isolation 
and lack of contacts in the dormi¬ 
tories, in spite of the prevalence of 
large blocks of flats. Some elderly 
men living on their own seem the 
only persons to be rather lonely. 

Watching television is the princ¬ 
ipal leisure activity at home. Nearly 
three-quarters of the population 
possessed sets in 1964. Half of the 
adult population watch every even¬ 
ing and a quarter spend most of 
every evening watching. On an av¬ 
erage, owners of sets watch for an 
hour and a half every weekday. 

Television is least widespread in 
the country, but those who have it 
watch more. Women are bigger 
viewers than men, and one person 
in five with a set watches “very 
much’. But according to the survey 
it is not, generally speaking, the 
young who are the biggest viewers. 
Apprentices and trainees, together 
with other young and unmarried 
persons with other things to do, are 
among the most moderate of view¬ 
ers. 

There is a connection between 
standard of education and amount 
of time spent in viewing. The best- 
educated people tend to show the 
most resistance to acquiring sets 
and watching them. But television 
is also a means to acquiring know¬ 
ledge; through educational program¬ 
mes, for example. Yet only eight 
per sent in the 15-19 age group re¬ 
gularly watch these programs, com¬ 
pared with five times as many in the 
40-49 age group. 

Television is a serious rival to 
sound radio, but has not by a long 
way supplanted it in Denmark. 
Practically every Danish home pos¬ 
sesses a radio set and the great 
majority of the population listen to 
it at least for the news. Listening 
in to the radio is marginal at times 
when television programmes are be¬ 
ing transmitted. Nevertheless, the 
total amount of listening time on 
any one day, including the time 
spent in listening to the music pro¬ 
gramme, exceeds the time devoted 
to television. 

The popular music programme 
has a wide following among young 
people, as well as many women 
who like to hear pop music in the 
afternoon. Nearly half of the pop¬ 
ulation listen to radio drama, and 
many more people listen in to ser¬ 
ious music than traditional con- 
certgoers. 

Apart from television, the princi¬ 
pal factor which determines the a- 
mount of time spent listening to 
the radio is age. The older a per¬ 
son’s age, the more he or she list¬ 
ens to the radio. This is scarcely 
surprising, considering that older 
people go out less than younger 
people. 

Books and Newspapers 

Of course people do many other 
things besides watching television 
and listening to the radio. They sit 
and talk, quarrel, wash their cars, 
play with the children,etc. These 
pastimes, however, fell outside the 
inquiry’s scope. It concentrated on 


recreations, and particularly cultural 
activities. 

For example, the number of books 
people read. The survey found that 
one adult in four Was reading a 
book, and that the same number had 
read books within the last year. This 
seems very good, but a more critical 
look at the figures show that half 
of the population never ,or hardly 
ever, opened a book. Reading is 
most widespread among young peo¬ 
ple and in town, and seems to grow 
in proportion to the length o f 
schooling 

In the 20-29 age group, men 
read much more than women. Read¬ 
ing a book is impossible when look¬ 
ing after small children. 

If the interest in books does not 
seem to be altogether passionate, 
the figures for newspaper-reading 
on the other hand are impressive. 
Nearly everybody reads one news¬ 
paper a day and one person in four 
reads several. Men are more avid 
newspaper - readers than women, 
whose taste inclines more to weekly 
magazines. Two-thirds of those in¬ 
terviewed read these and 18 per 
cent read nothing else. Even better- 
educated persons like to relax with 
an occasional magazine, but are al¬ 
ways interested in other reading- 
matter as well. 

This is another instance of the 
connection between education and 
cultural interests which come out 
repeatedly in the survey. The con¬ 
nection in particular clear in the 
arts, literature, the theatre and cin¬ 
ema, the visual arts, and serious 
music. 

Schooling Stimulates Culture 

Those most actively interested in 
cultural pursuits are students and 
other highly educated people: which 
shows that a better education stim¬ 
ulates an interest in cultural things. 
Age has something to do with it as 
well. Young unmarried people go 
more often to the theatre, for ex¬ 
ample, than married people, who 
start to fall away even before they 
have children. ‘It is almost,’ the 
report says, ‘as if the restless rush¬ 
ing about must be considered a nec¬ 
essary contact-seeking evil to be 
got over as quickly as possible and 
wound up with the establishment 
of a home. The tendency to settle 
for the home life, supplemented 
with some visiting contacts, is in¬ 
tensified when children arrive.’ 

However, it should not be assum¬ 
ed that only the highly educated go 
to Danish theatres and concert halls. 
On the contrary, most of those with 
cultural interests have no fine ex¬ 
aminations behind them. But the 
highly educated form a specially in¬ 
terested group with wide ranging 
activities in all fields of culture. 

With regard to the theatre, the 
survey shows that one Dane in six 
sees a professional production at 
least once in a season. People who 
have television sets go to the theat¬ 
re just as often as those who have 
not. 

There is less interest in music. 
Only three per cent said they had 
been at a classical concert during 
the season. But 40 per cent declar¬ 
ed an interest in the visual arts, 
and 17 per cent had visited muse¬ 
ums or exhibitions. The cinema re¬ 
gularly draws in 25 per cent of the 
population, while the rest seldon 
or never go there. Young people

According to the Canadian Red 
Cross Society there were 1,265 
drownings in Canada during 1966, 
which is a 14 percent increase over 
1965. Of these, 170 children under 
1 2 died because they had no super¬ 
vision. 

The Juvenile .Deliquents Report 
of 1965 (the latest to be published 
by the Dominion Bureau of Statist¬ 
ics) show that of the 20,975 court 
appearances of children under 16 
years of age during 1965, 18,352, 
or 87.5 per cent, resulted in a 
finding of delinquency. (The report 
notes that the figures represent only 
the children who went through the 
courts. There are no official stat¬ 
istics for all of those who got into 
trouble but were helped by social 
agencies, the police, schools, or 
youth-serving agencies.) 

Sobering statistics these. We 
continue to lag in leadership train¬ 
ing courses and facilities of all 
kinds. Children’s lives are being 
lost, or ruined, because we do not 
provide enough skilled leaders, 
teachers and counsellors, and be¬ 
cause we do not have enough gym- 
n a s i u m s, clubrooms, supervised 
swimming pools or camps. 

Our voluntary youth-serving a- 
gencies are doing wonderful work, 
in the face of rapidly expanding ur¬ 
ban population, but they need our 
help to do more. Once a year when 
the united appeal canvasser asks for 
our donation, we have an oppor¬ 
tunity to give them this help. We 
might remind ourselves of the child¬ 
ren who have died, or will undoubt¬ 
edly die, and the thousands more 
who have run into trouble with the 
law or will do so in the future. But 
we should think too of the fortun¬ 
ate ones who have been, and will 
be, saved through our united way 
agencies, and give thankfully.

under 20 account for nearly 40 per 
cent of all cinema visits, and say 
they go oftener than when there is 
television at home than when there 
is not. 

Church Strongest in Country 

The clergy no doubt would wish 
that the church had a similar appeal 
to young people, but this is not the 
case. Ninety-five per cent of the 
adult population of Denmark belong 
to the National Church: which 
sounds a lot until one learns that 
only 2.8 per cent go to church once 
a week. Loyalty to the National 
Church is greatest in the country; 
least in Copenhagen suburban dis¬ 
tricts. 

Many Danes belong to one or 
more voluntary associations, but few 
take an active part in them. Trade 
unions, political parties and sports 
clubs predominate. Attendance is 
greatest in provincial towns and in 
the country, and the typical keen 
member is well educated and enjoys 
a certain social status. 


The Visiting Nurses That 
Reach Out 

to all of Canada 

* * * 

“She was six years old and she 
was diabetic. One morning she tele¬ 
phoned the office to report that her 
test was the wrong colour and 
could 'her nurse’ come to see her.” 

Thus a nurse of the Victorian Or¬ 
der opens a story about home treat¬ 
ment and training of a young dia¬ 
betic -— one of the many “success” 
stories about Canadians of all ages 
that can be credited to this re¬ 
markable organization. Canada’s 
Victorian Order of Nurses, which 
now serves through 108 branches 
across Canada, is well known to 
most of us. We recognize the smart 
blue uniforms, the staff cars, the 
cleareyed young women hurrying in¬ 
to homes in every part of the town. 
But not many of us. know exactly 
what these women do, what stories 
lie behind those doors. Here, from 
the VON’s files, is one of them. 

The little diabetic girl first came 
to the attention of the Victorian 
Order liaison nurse while she was 
making her scheduled rounds at the 
local hospital. From the head nurse 
on the ward, she collected clinical 
data, notes on the child’s progress 
in hospital, characteristics of the 
family and the physician’s written 
instructions, and forwarded this in¬ 
formation to the VON office. The 
file was passed to the VON district 
nurse, who decided to begin work¬ 
ing with the family before the child 
was discharged from the hospital. 
There was two problems; both par¬ 
ents left home early each day for 
work; who, then, would give the 
insulin injection? there was also a 
language difficulty, the nurse knew, 
and there were many things she had 
to teach the family. 

The first home visit was aranged 
for the afternoon when the nurse 
could meet the family as a group. A 
ten-year-old brother, who had a 
“wonderful combination of charm, 
intelligence and eagerness”, and 
who had mastered English to per¬ 
fection, became the interpreter for 
the nurse and the family. By the 
time the little girl had arrived home, 


To turn to sport: 15 per cent of 
the population mostly men and 
mostly young, take an active part in 
it. Persons of over 30 go in for a 
certain amount of swimming, tennis, 
the Danish game of handball, and 
shooting and fishing. 

Finally, there are holidays, which 
are a special form of leisure. Poor 
women! They had less daily leisure 
than men, and they had also, it 
seems, less holiday. Annual holidays 
of two or three weeks are custom¬ 
ary, but a fifth of the population 
spend them at home, another fifth 
visit relatives, and 1 1 per cent go 
to weekend cottages. This means 
that many a housewife has to cook, 
wash up and wait on her family 
even when on holiday. However, 1 5 
per cent of all Danes go abroad for 
their annual holidays. 


GEODETIC MONUMENT 
MARKS PRECISE SITE 

In one of twelve ceremonies 
held simultaneously in capital cities 
across Canada, a Geodetic Control 
Monument was dedicated on the 
grounds of the Alberta Legislative 
Building in Edmonton. 

Similar monuments, marking pre¬ 
cisely-located survey posts, have 
been installed in Ottawa and White¬ 
horse and in each of the province’s 
legislative grounds as a federal-pro¬ 
vincial Centennial project. They 
form a network of datum points re¬ 
lated to one another through a Hor¬ 
izontal Control System, thus provid¬ 
ing a basis for all types of surveys. 

In Alberta the monument is lo¬ 
cated west of the cairn on the north 
side of the Legislative Building. Lo¬ 
cation of the survey point was by 
the Surveys Branch of the Depart¬ 
ment of Highways and the installa¬ 
tion of the ceremonial marker and 
bronze plaques by th Department of 
Public Works. 


the family had a much better un¬ 
derstanding of the problem of a 
diabetic. They proceeded with con¬ 
fidence, with each member under¬ 
taking a share of theresponsibility. 
The little girl herself, with super¬ 
vision, carried out the daily morning 
test, She kept a record of the results 
by drawing a smiling face when the 
colour was right. Her brother and 
her mother were taught to give the 
insulin injection. The grandmother, 
who lived with the family, learned 
to alter her European cooking habits 
when necessary so that appropriate 
nutrition could be assured. After 
two weeks of visiting, the nurse felt 
satisfied that the family would no 
longer need her assistance. Before 
closing the case she got in touch 
with the little girl’s teacher and the 
nurse at school, so that adequate 
account could be taken of the pro¬ 
blem there, too. But the nurse was 
‘on call”, as the beginning of our 
story indicates, to check on progress 
and give reassurance when needed. 

Such a story typifies the home 
visiting work of this agency, which 
is supported by most of Canada’s 
140 united funds, united appeals, 
and community chests. The patients 
that the VON is called upon to 
serve may range from the apparent¬ 
ly helpless cripple who with proper 
care and the co-operation of other 
rehibilitation agencies can be helped 
back to a fuller life, to the diabetic 
who needs help in adjusting to new 
conditions and where family needs 
some training in the new life, too. 
The essence of the work of the 
VON is the flexibility and speed 
with which it can act, and the fact 
that it can bring skilled professional 
care right into the patient’s home 
when it is needed, regardless of ab¬ 
ility to pay. Such survice is made 
possible largely through the gener¬ 
osity of thousands of Canadians 
through their gifts, once a year, to 
the united appeals in their com¬ 
munities. The VON’s splendid 
achievements deserve, through them 
our continued support.
